Rhodes told of the personnel ct he forestry service; its state­ 
wide scope of activities and its methods in combating timber and fire 
hazards. 
An interesting point was brought out by Abodes. 
He stated 
that the greater percentage of lumber sold in this vicinity or, in'Minne­ 
sota for that matter, is shipped in from western states. 
He told the 
Lions that the average cest cf lumber was $ 1 8 per thousand feet laid 
down in Minnesota. 
These figures are con piled by the state forestry 
service and axe striking examples of the penalty Minnesota is now pay­ 
ing for not taking measures earlier to protect her forests.

A menu card from the dining room of a large hotel in Kansas 
City came to hand recently. 
It listed, among other things, three club 
breakfasts. 
They are worth examining. 
One combination, offering cooked cereal with cream, toast and 
coffee, was listed at 50 cents. 
The second, offering fruit, a rasher of 
Lacon, toast and coffee, listed at 75 cents. 
The third, which included 
fruit, ham or bacon and eggs and toast and coffee, was offered for 
$ 1.25. 
Now at this moment the price of foodstuffs is about as low as 
it has ever been. 
ihe farmer has to sell his eggs at approximately 15 
cents a dozen. 
The wheat which goes into such items as toast and 
rooked cereal has hit such a low price that the whole wheat bell is in 
dire distress. 
Ham is quoted on the wholesale markets at about 15 
cents a pound; choice breakfast bacon, in the same markets, is listed 
from 15 to 25 cents a pound. 
And yet, in a hotel in the very heart of the richest farming land 
in North America, y o u must pay a dollar and a quarter for an orange, 
a plate of bacon and eggs and some toast and coffee! 
Row ail of this, of course, is not exactly anyone’s fault. 
Any 
botel man will assure you, plaintively, thai hotel owners are not getting 
r.ch these days; indeed, the hotel that is breaking even considers itself 
lucky. 
ihe farmer, as was remarked before, isn’t getting the money. 
The commission merchants and the retailers aren’t precisely waxing fat. 
But somewhere there is a lag, a clumsiness, that lands three 
c ents worth of eggs in the place of honor on a $ 1 .2 5 breakfast. 
Our national life w on’t be healthy until we have found some 
way of cutting down price discrepancies of thai kind.
